The C. P. R. Agricultural College 


Train, and the Work it 
Accomplished 


On Saturday evening, June 29, the 
Agvicultural Coiulege Special, run by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, com- 
nleted its very 
province of Manitoba The train 
wav on the road for 32 days, and in 
that time covered all Manitoba trib 
utary to the Canadian Pacific Railway. 


87 different points were visited, 1505 
addresses given to 600 people, 
which included 9851 men, 7426 wo- 


nen and 5623 of the senior classes of 
the schools. The following is a 
brief outline of the work done on the 
train: 

When the train arriwed at each 
stopping place, the car containing the 
stock, which cousisted of three 
bred Holstein cows, one pure 
Hereford fat steer, and four types of 
the best quality of work horses and 
brood mares, was placed at the un- 
loading platform. The first talk on 
stock,.in which particularly great In- 
terest was taken by the farmers, was 
given by Professor Peters and Mr.

best way of destroying them. Mr. 
Lee dealt particularly with the des 
truction of the Sow Thistle, the Can 
jada Thistle Mustard, Wild Oats and 
French Weed. The farmers in the 
Hastern and Southern portions of the 
Province were apparently anxious to 
find out the best means of destroying 
weeds, and the farmers to the West 
and North, where the weeds as yet 
have not made the same _ progress, 
were anxtous for their identification. 
Some farmers did not know the Sow 
Thistle, although Mr. Lee was able 
to find it on their farms. The farm- 
were warned against this aveed 
in particular, it being really the only 
weed in Manitoba which takes com- 
plete possession of the land, not al- 
lowing any grain to grow with it. It 
jis also the only weed which will at- 
| tack the prairie. 

Mr. Harrison gave a talk on fodder 
| crops, particularly on the planting 
and raising of corn and also showed 
how a crop of corn could be raised 
and do as much good as summer-fal- 
lowing, thus giving the farmer a val- 
uable crop where otherwise his land 
would be lying idle. Mr. Harrison 
also spoke on the raising of  tim- 
othy, clover and alfalfa, warning the 
farmers to be particularly careful to 
see that their land was very thor- 
oughly cultivated and inoculated be- 
fore sowing alfalfa seed. 

Principal Black closed the meeting

HUDSON BAY TIMBER 


Experienced Cruiser Describes Split 
Lake Conditions 


Interesting observations with regard 
to the timber of the Hudson Bay Re- 
gion (the southern part of the old 
district of Keewatin) are found in the 
1911 report of the Director of Forest- 
ry, published as part of the Annual 
Report of the Department of the In- 
terior for 1911. 

Mr. J. T. G. Whyte, an exper 
jenced timber cruiser and fire ranger 
(who has since been drowned while 
in discharge of his duty) reports on 
the conditions of the forest around 
Split Lake on an area of about 2400 
square miles. This whole territory 
was originally covered with forest 
The islanés in Split Lake still bea: 
Spruce, Tamarack and Jack Pine, 
large enough for railway ties, poles 
and lur*ber. 

All the rest of the country has been 
burned over at least once within the 
past forty or fifiy years, and the tim- 
ber which dates from the last fire, 
rarely exceeds three or four inches 
in diameter.

India Rubber Tree Fruit. 
The fruit of the india rubber tree ts | 
somewhat similar to that of the Ricti- 
nus communis, the castor oil plant, 
thougb somewhat larger. The seeds 
have a not disagreeable taste and yield 
a purplish oil It is a fairly good sub- 
stitute for linseed oil, though it dries 
less rapidly. Mixed with copal blue 
angd turpentine, it makes a good var- 
nish. The oil may also be used in the

DUELS IN MISSOURI 


The Field of Honor Was a Com- 
mon Resort a Century Ago. 


———— 


BATTLES ON BLOODY ISLAND.. 


Thies Notorious Fighting Ground Was 
the Scene of the Two Duels Between 
Benton and Lucas—Rules of the 
Geyer-Kennerly Meeting. 


The geruraphies used tn the schools 
today do not show Bloody isiand, a 
one time notorivus dueling resort in 
the Mississippi! river near St. Louisa. 
The spot remains, but it is no longer 
ap island. §$It now ww o part of Kast 
Bt. Louisa 

The opprobrious title was derived 
from the many sanguinary encoun- 
tera which took piace on the island 
Here it was that the fatal affaire 
G'honneur between Thomas H, Ben- 
ton and Charles H. Lucas took place. 

One day in 1816 these two men en- 
gaged in trying a lawsuit, one repre 
senting the plaintiff and the other the 
defendant Lucas was twenty-five 
years old, son of a Judge and the dis- 
trict attorney of the territory. Benton, 
too, was well known and later became 
United States senator. Lucas won the 
case, His opponent accused him of 
Juggling witb the evidence. The ac- 
cusation was resented, and it was re 
sponsible for a challenge issued by 
Benton. Lucas refused to fight, say- 
ing that be could not be held account 
able for defending bis client. 

Bad blood ensued, and from time to 
time the two men the next year often 
engaged in harsh words. Finally on 
an election day Kenton questioned 
Lucas’ right to vote, saying that the 
other had not paid his taxes. It irked 
Lacas, who Inter referred to his enemy 
as a “puppy.” This appellation was 
too much for Benton, who again chal- 
Jenged Lucas to a duel. This time the 
challenge was accepted. 

The two men met on Bloody tsland 
Aug. 12, 1817. The encounter took 
Place at a distance of thirty feet. Lu- 
cas fell with a bullet ip bis neck upon 
the exchange of shots. Upon the ad- 
vice of seconds Lucas declared himself 
satisfied The men shook hands and 
went to their homes. The wound was 
not dangerous. A few days later the 
two men met on the street again, and, 
like two schoolboys, another fight was 
planned. This time it was to be at a 
distance of only ten feet. | Lucas was 
mortally wounded Benton was unin- 
jured. He approached the dying man, 
according to custom, and expressed his 
sorrow. Lucas flashed forth an accu- 
sation of murder, but a few minutes 
later before dying he recanted and ex- 
pressed bis forgiveness. 

But the first duel that ever took 
place on Bloody island was fought in 
1810 between Dr. Farrar and James A. 
Graham. One of Dr, Farrar’s friends 
challenged Graham, but the challenge 
was refused ov the ground that Far- 
rar’s friend was not a gentieman. Dr. 
Farrar was then under obligation to 
defend the honor of his friend. This 
challenge was accepted, and as a re 
sult Grabam wus severely injured and 
died after months of suffering. 

A second duel on Bloody island oc- 
curred in 1816 between Captain Heory 
8. Geyer and Captain George BH. Ken- 
nerly, both veterans of the war of 
1812 Captain Geyer was for many 
years a jeader in Missouri politics and 
one of the state’s most able lawyers, 
Kennerly was wounded at the second 
Bre and remained a cripple for life. 

There were many otber duels fought 
here between some of Missvurt’s early 
statesmen and pioneers. A few of the 
encounters were the Thomas Hemp- 
stead-Joshua Barton duel in 1816, the 
Martin-Ramsey affair ip 1818, the 
Reynolds-Brown, Walker-Marmaduke 
and Pettus-Biddle. 

While duels would not be counte 
nanced under any consideration today, 
it must be remewbered that at this time 
they were almost as common among 
men as fights among schoolboys. If a 
Man felt that bis houor bad been im- 
peached ip any way the popular thing 
to do was to settle it by a duel, pistols 
being used in nearly every instance, 

There was a certain unwritten “code” 
observed. For instance, in the duel 
between Geyer and Kennerly the fol- 
lowing were the rules: 

The ground shall be measured off 
to six paces. 

The gentlemen shall stand back to 
back at the distance of six yards from 
each other. 

At the word “March” the gentlemen 
shall immediately step off three paces 
and turn and fire without further or- 
der, 

If either party reserves his fire and 
continues to take aim after the other 
bas fired be shall be shot instantly by 
the adverse second. 

The seconds shall decide by tot whicb 
gives the word. 

The only words shall be, “Are you 
reudy?" and, being answered ip the af- 
firmative, the word “March” shal! be 
the order for stepping off and turning 
and tiring as above stated. 

‘The weapons smootbbore pistols. 

The pistols to be delivered cocked to 
the gentlemen after they bave taken 
thet: places and to be held banging 
down by the side until after the word 
“March.” 

One can readily see why Bloody ts 
land should become a popular spot for 
duels. First it was near St. Louts, the 
jargest town tp the state. The island, 
being in the middle of the river, was 
more or tess secinded, and also the 
ground was neutral, as neither Missou- 
ri nor Ilinois bad jurisdiction over it. 
Riondy tsland passed out of existence 
shout 1860, when dikes were built and 
it was linked witb Illinois or Hast St
